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On 9/3/75, HRS . NANNIE LEE FENNER personally 
contacted me at the Dallas Office of the FBI to advise 
that on the preceding evening, 9/2/75, at 8:50 PM, an - 
individual came to her residence, identifying himself ®& 

HUGH AYNESWORTH, from the Dallas Times Herald. MRS. FENNER 
stated that her husband answered the door and per her 
instructions, he advised MR. AYNESWORTH that she had no 
comment to make. AYNESWORTH was accompanied by another 
individual whose identity was not disclosed but who stated 
to MRS. FENNER's husband that perhaps she would like to 
hear what they intended to print in the Dallas Times 
Herald. According to MRS 0 FENNER, this too was answered with
